Progress of the Inquiry. 
Pants. Jan 13.—There is profound relief in 
Republican circles to-day over the statement 
of Charles de Lesseps implicating Arthur 
Meyer, editor of the Gaulois, as having re- 
cetved 100,000 francs from the Panama com- 
pany. 1 t last brings tbe Royalists into 
the dragnet and shows what the friends 
of the republic have claimed from the begin- 
ning of the scandal, that Republican officials 
and journalists dia not have a monopoly 
of Panama corruption. The fact that 
four Boulepgist Deputies are said to be put 
under strong suspicion by evidence before 
M. Franqueville, is also considered as 
strengthening the cause ofthe republic, by 
showing the hypocrisy of those who assail it 
in the pretended interest of better govern- 
ment. The Government has also been con- 
strengthened hy the speech 
of Chancellor Von Oaprivi on the 
army bill. This has in a 
large degree diverted attention from Panama 
affairs and aroused a deeper interest in the 
foreign concerns of France and in the neces- 


ty of Frenchmen standing together against

The discredit thrown on the Gaulois has aided 
greatly in relieving M. Carnot. It will be 
remembered that the staff of that paper was 
active in endeavoring before the Panama 
commission of the Chamber to connect M.

BELGRADE, Jan. 14.—One hundred Servian 
Radicals have been arrested for complicity in 
the recent riots, which were much graver 
than the official reports represented them to 
be. At Semandria armed Radicals geized the 
Town Hall, entered it with a large quantity 
of arms and food and tried to hold it against 
the Government forces. In the fight thirty 
Radicals were seriopsly wounded and a gen- 
eralinthe regular army was shotdead.

WATCHING ENGLAND. 

TANGIER, Jan. 14.—The negotiations now on 
foot between the British Minister and sultan 
are closely shadowed by a French emissary. 
It is very evident that neither France nor 
Spain intends that England shall gain any 
advantage in Morocco if diplomacy can pre- 
vent it. 

The courier who was sent to Fes recently 
with the ultimatim of the British Govern- 
ment demanding the arrest and punishment 
of the men who some time ago murdered a 
British subject, has not yet returned to Tan- 
gier.

The Queen could not attend, as 
she is at present at Osborn House, on the 
Isle of Wight.

AN INTERESTING STAGE OF NEW YORE 
CITY: POLITICS. 


Threats Made by the Senator’s Frienas of 

the Creation of a Rival Crganization 
Tnat Will Crush the Wigwam—Some 
Unpublishe’ Political History of the 
Empire state Brought to the Surlace. 


NEW York, Jan. 13.—Tammany’s alleged 
family turmoll continues to excite the inter- 
est of politicians throughout the Empire 
State. Especially is this true of New York 
City, little else is talked in hotel corridors 
and resorts where men interested in politics 
congregate, and everybody seems to be ask- 
ing: ‘‘Is this mountain laboring only to 
bring forth a mouse, or will it be a regular 
political volcano?’’ 

According to the political gossips, if Mr. 
Oroker does make war on Hillit will cause 
the downfallof Tammany. Here is what an 
Albany correspondent of a morning paper 
has to say on the matter: 

Richard Croker’s qydden and unexpected 
attack upon Hill, made last Thursday, and 
the story that has grown out of it that Tam 
many is anxious to throw Hi over, have 
aroused the friends of the Senator. They 
have been studying the past and have re- 
callle@facts and circumstances that prove to 
their minds three things. To the Senator 
they say Tammany owes its present strength 
and influence, to the Senator Richard 
Croker owes his success asa leader, and it 
Tammany raisesahad against the Senator 
it will show the blackest ingratitudejand will 
cause its ows downfall. The men who make 
these statements make them positively. 

One of -Hill’s friends said that Croker was 
mightily jealous of Hill, because he recog- 
nizes in the Senator a master. HIII is 
bright,’’ he said, ‘‘while Croker is lazy and 
slow. Hill depends on his public utterances, 
Croker upon his silence. Hillis miles above 
him. If Croker dares show his teeth Hill 
will come back to this city during the sum- 
mer vacation, and by fall he will havea 
machine built up that will crush Tammany 
into atoms. Crokerasa factor in State poll- 
tics should know that he isnot capable of 
grappling with the Senator, and he had 
better not try it. Hill can get along 
very well without Croker; Croker cannot get 
along without Hill. Warm friendship has 
never existed between the two men. They 
are too far apart mentally.. A warm friend- 
ship does exist between Croker and ay. 
They aretwo ofa tind.’ The idea of 
Uke Oroker turning Hill down is absurd. If 
Croker is not careful how he walks Hill will 
turn him down. Neither Hint nor his friends 
believe much in Tammany’s politics. Tam- 
many men play politics as an Irishman plays 
the violin—by main strength.’’ 

Continuing, the correspondent relates a 
little ancient political bistory, in which he 
shows how Senator Hill savel Tammany 
from defeat in the mayoralty contest of 189), 
and secured the election of Mr. Grant. He 
then goesontosay: ‘‘Afterthe battle was 
over a Tammany man called on the Governor 
and thanked him for his service. The Gov- 
ernor looked steadily at his caller and said 
savagely: ‘I went to New York to help you 
out of trouble. I stopped you when 
Iknew you were on the point of making a 
deal with the common enemy for the sole 
and selfish purpose of strengthening your 
own supremacy, and withoutany regard for 
the welfare of the State Democracy. Then I 
interfered. Remember henceforth that 
under no circumstances can you keep your 
hands clean if you consent to form any sort 
of an alliance with the party which it is your 
duty to sturdily and bitcerly combat. 

Friends of Mr. Hill say too thatin 1891 the 
wigwam would not have had a full represen- 
tation if it had not been for Hill. About this 
time Tammany, flushed with the conscious- 
ness of power, became arrogant. Uugh 
McLaughlin was offended by some of its over- 
bearing acts ana suiked. For months under 
a placid surface the poll ical waters bubbied 
furiously. The services of Mr. Hill were ob- 
tained and by his exertions the storm was 
quelled. Senator Hiil’s friends relate these 
things to show that without his aid Tam- 
many would Bo to pieces soon. Referringto 
the session of the Kkepubdlican Legislature in 
1889, he says that Mr. Hill vetoed every bill in 
which Tammany was interested.

HR BOX OPENED. 

Judge Scott then asked for the production 
of the Dellot box from Precinct 98 of the 
Eighteenth Ward.. Before the box was 
opened Mr. ‘Frank n the cross- 
examination of the Recorder, eliciting 
nothing new.

ment of the Indian Territory is to be found 
in the §mall number of railroads, There are 
practicaliy but three lines in the Territory, 
the Frisco, the Santa Fe and the Rock Isl- 
and, andthe Frisco does not strike the best 
section of Oklahoma. The cause of this lack 
of facilities is that the traffic in the lands 
now held by the Indians is so small as to be 
unprofitable, and the roads are not inclined 
toextend their roads in the face ot the un- 
certainty as to the future now existing. 
The result is that Chicago and Kansas City 
get a much larger share of the business than 
they are justly entitled to. This state of af- 
fairs can, however, readily be remedied. An 
extension of but ninety miles from Gepulpa 
to Guthrie or Oklahoma City will bring the 
Frisco in immediate contact with the richest 

part of Oklahoma, and will give a direct line 
to St. Louis. For this the people of Okla- 
homa are striving, as they are not at all sat- 
isfled with the present condition of affairs, 
and earnestly desire closer connection with 
St. Louis.

The negroes 
seem to have been Well-to-do, but say they 
were compelled to dispose of their W 
at a sacrifice. More they say will follow 
them and the exiles will try to retrieve their 
fortunes.
